“The World War has revealed new 
and great problems, hut it has not 
offered any solutions,” said Dr. Al­ 
len R. Bartholomew, of Philadelphia, 
secretary of 
the Foreign 
Mission 
Board in the United States in ad­ 
dressing the Gettysburg Classis in 
session 
in 
the 
Trinity 
Reformed 
Church here Tuesday evening when 
he discussed the subject, “The Chal­ 
lenge of the War-Torn Wfield.” 
“The war has left no heavenward 
tendencies in its wake, instead it has 
left many problems among the most 
pressing of which is the poverty in 
heathen lands,” he declared. 
“The 
greatest blessing that came out of 
the World War was that it taught us 
to think of the wrhole world. 
The 
eyes of the world are on the United 
States and we are now in a position 
to render real service to the world. 
American character is being put to 
the test. 
The opportunity of the ages 
is here. 
“The only safe road to internation­ 
al peace is through the Scriptures,” 
Dr. 
Bartholomew declared, 
adding, 
“This is the task of foreign missions-. 
There are 2,000 less foreign workers 
in the heathen world now than bef fire 
the war. 
Germany has removed that 
number from the English territory . 
The war has brought a new vision of 
the world’s needs. 
Tile world is not 
prepared to meet the situation. 
“Ancient faiths are weakening. All 
the doors of heathen lands are open 
to missionaries. 
There was never a 
greater need than at the present time. 
Is our faith sufficient to meet the 
need?” he concluded.
